Gompers and Others Cleared of Con 
tempt Charges. 


Sampel Gompers, president; 
John 
Mitchell, formerly second vice presl 
dent, and Frank Morrison, socretar) 
of tt'* American Federation of Labor 
won a victory in the United States su 
preme court when that court revers 
ed and set aside the contempt pro 
ceedlngs in the court of the District 
of Columbia against the labor leaders 
which grew out of the Bucks Stove 
and Range company case. 


By the decision of the court of ap 
peals of the District of Columbia Gom 
pers was sentenced to thirty days is 
jail and Mitchell and Morrison to finet 
of $500 each. 


The decision of

means that Gompers and his collen 
gues will never suffer any crimina 
punishment for their alleged disobe 
dlence of the injunction issued by Jus 
tlee Wright, of the supreme court o 
the District of Columbia, aimed at th< 
publication by Gompers in his laboi 
magazine, the American Fedoratlonlst 
of the socalled "unfair list/'

WILSON LAUDS 
VERA CRUZ DEAD 


Thirty Itart In N ear-M i 
Services. 


Thirty women and children 
weri 
hurt In a near-panic when the crowr 
o; 50,000 persons assembled at the fu 
neral services in the Brooklyn nav) 
: ard for the men who died in the tak 
i.ig of Vera Crux, pushed forward tc 
get a closer view of the flag*lrapec 
caskets in which the bodies lay. 


The crush began Just aa the las* 
notes of the bugles, blowing “tap*/ 
died out, and the party on the apeak 
ersf stand, with President Wilson at 
the central figure, had started to leave 
the yard. 


Until that time the great throng ha4 
stood motionless, silent and uncom 
plaining in the heat. As though at i 
signal, there was a general surging oi 
the crowd and the line of guards wai 
pushed 
Inward. 
Persons 
near 
tht 
speakers’ stand were crushed helpless 
ly against it. Bluejackets, sensing th< 
danger, rushed to the center of the lit 
tie cleared space in which the caskett 
lay, joined hands and formed a reso 
lute circle around the dead. 


Marines, sailors and the police thet 
forced the crowd back. 
The injured 
were taken to the marine hospital, ir 
the navy yardf where they were treat 
ed for minor cuts and bruises. No oiu 
was seriously h u rt 
* 


The demonstration, which was on* 
of the most remarkable ever held U 
New York city, came to an end witt 
the departure of the bodies of the he 
roes for their homes amid scenes re 
plete with drama, tragedy and comedy 
Prior to that the city, state and the 
nation had paid an eloquent tribute t< 
the fallen sailors and marines. 


For four miles, through . the citj 
streets, the funeral 
cortege 
passed 
There were seventeen caskets, mount 
ed on seventeen caissons. 


Perhaps a million persons :av/ the 
caskets borne from the 
Battery, ir 
lower Manhattan, to the navy yar,1 1j 
Brooklyn. The procession was ne..rl} 
two hours In passing. 


Mayor John Purroy Mitcliel deliver 
ed a eulogy upon the dead wlion the 
proccaslon reached the city ha.l. 


The religious ceremony at the navj 
yard was more Impressive, if possible 
than v/au the sight of the slow movinp 
cortege. 


“I was never in a battle or unde: 
fire," said 
President Wilson in lib 
brief address, “but I fancy It is Just 
as hard to do your duty when men arc 
sneering at you, for when they ehoot 
at you they take your natural life, and 
when they sneer at you they wound 
your heart." 


“We have gone to Mexico,” he said 
in another part of his address, “U 
serve mankind if we can find the way 
Wo don’t want to fight the Mexicans; 
we want to terre them. 


“A war of aggression is not a tiling 
in which it is proud to die, but a wai 
of service is a war in which It Is $ 
proud thing to die.M 


Throughout the procession mounted 
police closely surrounded the presi 
dent, in a hollow square, a secret ser 
vice man rode on the box with a gra> 
haired coachman, and others marchet 
behind and beside the vehicle. Seatoi 
In the carriago with Mr. Wilson wer. 
his secretary, Joseph P. Tumulty, an 
his physician and naval aide, Dr, Ca 
rey T. Grayson, At tho city hall, Mayo; 
Mitcliel stepped through tho crovi 
stored tho president's carriago ;r / 
rode with him to tho navy yard.

NEED A REGULATING VALVE 


Use of W ater With Gasoline Meana e 
Considerable Saving of Fuel to 
the Auto Owner. 


With the exhaust gas heater some 
form of regulating valve should be 
used and a few cross partitions in the 
inlet pipe at the point where the heat 
is applied help heat the center of the 
column of the entering mixture. Gaso­ 
line will etand about eighty-five pounds 
compression 
without 
pre-jgnltlon. 
Kerosene, however, will not stand over 
seventy pounds unless a small quantity 
of water is taken Into the cylinder 
with each charge. The customary man­ 
ner of doing this is to employ either 
a separate small carburetor for the 
water or a email valve attached to the 
regular carburetor. In a few engines 
tho water is injected directly into the 
cylinder. 


The proportion of water employed 
is about one and one-half pints of wap 
ter to each gallon of kerosene. If the 
water Is not used when the motor ha* 
the usual compression employed for 
gasoline the motor will pre-lgnlte and 
is very apt to burn out the connecting 
rod bearings. It to not generally known 
that water may be used to advantage 
with gasoline in about the same pro­ 
portion with considerable saving of 
fuel. 


Preserve Car Body. 


For the particular man, one of the 
most trying things is to have the body 
work of his car get shabby. 
The fob 
lowing mixture makes an 
excellent 
“restorer” for the body work: 
One 
pint of turpentine, one pint of wood al­ 
cohol, one quart of distilled or rain 
water, one quart of kerosene oil. 
Mix 
the alcohol and turpentine «together» 
then mix the water and kerosene oil 
together. 
In order to defy the old 
adage about oil and water not mlx>> 
ing, it is necessary to place tho kero 
seno and water In a gallon Jar and 
shake briskly until they mix, then add 
the alcohol and 
turpentine, 
which 
have been previously 
mixed, 
and 
shake the whole until thoroughly mix* 
ed. Tho mixture is apt to separate 
after standing, but can always 
be 
brought together again by brisk shak* 
ing. 
The mixture should be applied 
to the body work with the soft side 
of a flannel cloth and polished with a 
dry one. 


New Auto 8afety Device. 


The municipal authorities of Parie 
have under consideration an ordinance 
making it obligatory for all motor care 
to carry a device by means of which 
passengers in the interior of their car 
may stop It instantly without the as* 
distance of the 
chauffeur. 
Such 
a 
measure would prevent accidents sin»* 
liar to that In which the two children 
of Isadora Duncan met their death« 
Another preventable accident of the 
same kind waa caused in Paris a short 
time ago by a chauffeur fainting on his 
box. 
The proposed device which the 
technical committee of tho prefecture 
of tho Seine has before it for consid* 
eratlon Is said to be easily applied to 
any automobile at a coat of about $10. 


Carelessness of Chauffeur. 


If an automobile is leased for 
a 
pleasure ride, and tho chauffeur mere* 
ly obeys tho instruction of tho lesseo as 
to tho route to bo taken, tho owner of 
tho car is responsible for any damage 
which might be caused by tho chau* 
feur's negligence. This is the decis* 
ion of the Supreme Court of Wiscon­ 
sin, In the case of Gerretson vs. a ga­ 
rage company, in which tho lessee of 
tho car sued the garage owner for 
damages, because he was injured ia 
an accident caused by the carelessness 
of tho chauffeur. The court held that 
in such a case tho driver Is tho ser­ 
vant of tho garage owner, und not of 
tho lessee of the car.

Payment sIiaII be made At the monthly 
rat* of not more thAn $12 Jor one child in 
a home; $20 for two children ; $26 for 
three, And $5 for eAch additional child. 
Such payments may continue at the will 
of the trustees but not beyond the time 
the I aw will Allow eAch child to secure 
employment 
The commissioners’ main reason for de* 
laying final action on the matter is the 
'fear that such appropriation might not be 
administered to the best interests of the 
people directly concerned; that some 
families might secure help, the appropria­ 
tion be exhausted, and then discovery be 
made of more worthy families and no 
funds be on hand to give the desired and 
deserved assistance. It is expected that 
final action on the question will be taken 
during the next few weeks.
